From 
which places diverſe of theſe Bookes hawe been delivered 
into the Hands of the moſte Reverend Father, Mat- 
thewe Arch-biſhop of Canterburye, by whoſe diligent 
ſearch for ſuch Writings of Hiſtorye, .and other Monu- 
mentes of Antiquitie, as might _ reveale unto-uws what 
hath'been the ſtate of our Church in England from tyme 
ro tyme, theſe thynges that bee here made knowen unto 
thee, 'do come to lyght. Howbeit theſe Sermons were 
not firſt written in the olde Saxon Tongue : but were

Incarnation, doth Iyke unto hym that doth ſeeth 
Lambes Fleſh in' Water : bycauſe that Water in this 
ſame | ſignifieth Mans Underſtanding : but we 
ſhould underſtand that all the Myſterie of Chriſtes 
Humanity was ordered by the Power of the Holy 
Ghoſt. And then eate we his Body rofted wyth Fyre : 


becauſe the Holy Ghoſt came in tyrye lykenes to the 
Apoſtles in diverſe Tonges. The 1/raelites ſhould - 


eate the Lambes Head, and-the Fete, end the Purte- 
naunce : and.nothing thereof muſt be left ouer night. 


Yf any thing thereof were lefte, they did burne that 


Jn the Fire : and they brake not the Bones. - After 
gpoſily Underſtanding we.do then cate the Lambes 
cad, when we take hold of Chriſtes Divinitye in our 
Belief. Agayn when we take holde of his Humanyte 
wyth loue, then cate we the Lamibes Feete : bycauſe 
that Chriſt is the beginnyng and ende, God. efore all 
World, and Man in the ende of thys World. What 
bee the Lambes Purtenaunce, but .Chriſtes ſecrete 
Precepts ? and theſe we eate when we receiue _ 
greedi- 
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gredines the worde of Lyfe. There muſt nothing of 
the Lambe left vnto the Morning, bycauſe that all 
Godes ſayings are to be ſearched with great Careful- 
neſſe: ſo that all his Preceptes maye be knowen in 
vnderſtanding and deede in the nyght of thys preſent 
Lyfe, before that the laſt day of the vniuerſal Reſur- 
rection do appeare.- If we can not ſearch out through- 
ly all the Miſtery of Chriſtes Incarnation, then ought 
we to betake the reſt unto the Might of the Holy 
Ghoſt with true Humilitie : and not to ſearche raſh. 
ly of that deep ſecretnes aboue the meaſure of our Un- 
derſtanding. They did eate the Lambes Fleſh with 
their Loynes gyrt. In the Loynes is the Luſt of the 


. Body. And he whiche wyll receyue that Houſell, 


{ſhall reftrayne that Concupiſcence : and take with 
Chaſtitie that holy Receypt. "They were alſo ſhod. 
What be Shoes. but of the Hydes of dead Beaſtes ? 
We be truely ſhod if we follow in our ſteppes and 
dedes the Lyfe of thoſe Pilgrimes, which pleaſe God 
with keping. of his Commaundements. They had - 
Staves in their handes when they.eate; This Stafe 
ſignifieth a carefulnes anda diligent overſeing. And 
all rhey, that beſt know and can, ſhould: take care of 
other Men, and ftaye them uppe. with their helpe.. 
It was injoined to the Eaters that they ſhould eate 
the Lambe in haſte. - For God abhorreth Slouthfulnes 
in his Seruauntes. And thoſe he loueth that ſeeke the 
joy of Everlaſting-Life, with quicknes, and haſt of 
Minde. It 1s written : Prolong not to turne unto God, 

left the time paſſe away through thy flow tarrying. The 

Eaters mought not. break the Lambs Bones. No 

more mought the Souldyers, that did hang: Chriſt, 


| breake his holy Legges, as they did-of the two 


Theefes 
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' Theefes that hanged on either ſyde of him : And the 
Lord rofe from Death ſound withour all Corruption : 
and at the laſt Judgment they ſhall ſee him, whom 
they did moſt Lats __ on rhe Croſle. This Time 
is called in the Ebrue 'Tonge Paſca, and in Latine 
Tranſitus, and in Engliſh a Paſſover: bicauſe that on 
this daye the People: of 1/raell paſſed from the Land 


of - Ag:ipt ouer the Read Sea, from Bondage to the ' 


Land of Promyſe. Soalſo did our Lord at thys tyme 


depart, as ſayeth. John the Euangelyſte, from thys 


World to his heauenly Father. Euen fo we ought 
to followe our Head, and to' go from the Devill to 
Chriſt : from this unſtable World to his ſtable King- 
dome. Howbeit we ſhould firſt-in this preſent Life 
depart from Vice to holy Verrue : from euil Manners 


to good Manners, if we will after this corruptible 


Life go to that eternal Life, and after our Reſur- 
reCtion to Chriſt. He brings us to his euerlaſting 
Father, who gaue him to Death for our Sinnes. To

q This Sermon is found in diverſe Bookes: of 
Sermons, written in the old Engliſhe or Saxon 
 Tounge : whereof two Bookes bee nowe in 
the Handes of the moſt Reverend Father the 
Arch-biſhop of C aunterbarye. 
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Here followeth the Wordes of F\fricke Abbot of S. Al- 
bons, azd alfo of Malmesbuxye, takes out of his 
- Epiſtle written to Wulffine Byſbop of Scyrburne. 
It is founde in a Book of the olde Saxon Tounge, 
wherin be xiii Chapters of Canons and Eccleſiaſtical 
Conſtitutions, and alſo Liber Poenitentialis, that 7, 
a penitentiall Booke or ſbryfte Book, denided into 1111 
other Bookes, the Epiſtle is ſet for the 3oth Chapter 
of the fourth Booke, intituled, A Synode concerning 
Prieſtes : and this Epiſtle is alſo in a Canon Booke of 
. the Church of Exeter. 


OME Prieſtes keep the Houſell that is conſecrate on 
Eaſter-Day all the Yere for ſyke Men. But they do 
greatelye amyſle, bycauſe it waxeth hory. And theſe 

. will not underſtand how greuous chevy 06 the paeni- 
tentiall Booke teacheth by thys, if the Houſel e horye 
or rotten : or yt it be loſt :- or be eaten of Mice,or of Beaſtes 
by neglygence. Men ſhall reſerue more carefullye that holy 
Houſell,and not reſerue it too longe,: but conſecrate other of 
newe jor ſicke Men alwayes within a week or a fortnight,that 
it be not ſo much as horye. For ſo holy is the Houſzell 
which to day is hallowed, as that whiche on Eaſter Daye was 
hallowed. That Houſell is Chriſtes Bodye, not bodelye, but 
ghoſtlye. Not the Bodye which he ſuffred in,but the Bodye of 
which he ſpake, - when he bleſſed Bread and Wyne to Hou- 
ſell a. night before his Suffring, and ſayd by the bleſſed 
Breade, Thys.is my Bodye, and agayne by the holye Wyne, 
This is my Blonde, whiche is ſhedd for  manye |in forgiuenes of 
Sinnes. Underſtand nowe that the Lord, who could turne

that Bread before his ſuffring to his Body, and that ' 


Wyne to his Bloude ghoſtlye : that the ſelf ſame Lorde 
bleſſeth dayly through the Prieſtes Handes Bread and Wyne

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Here thou ſeeff good Reader how. Elfricke upon fynding 

| fault myth an Abuſe of his tyme which was,that Prieſtes 
on Eafter day filled their Houſell Boxe, and ſo kept 
the Bread a whole Yere for ſick Men, toke an occaſion 
to ſpeake agaynſt the bodelye Preſence of Chriſt in the 
Sacrament. Soalſo in an other Epiſtle ſent to Wuit- 
ſtane Arch-byſhop of Yorke, he reprehending agayn 
thys outrlong reſeruing of the Houſell, addeth alſo 
wordes more at large againſt the ſame bodely Preſence.

OME Prieſtes fill their Box for Houſell on Eaſter-Day, 
- apd ſo reſerue it a whole Yere for ſicke Men, as though 
that Houſel were more holy then any other. But they do un- 
aduiſedlye, bicauſe it waxeth hory : or all together rotten 
by keeping it ſo long ſpace. And thus is he become giltie as 
the Booke witneſleth to us. Yf any do keepe the Houlel] too 
long, or loſe it, or Myſe, or other Beaſtes do eate it, ſee what 
the pcnitential Booke fayeth by this. So holy 1s altogeth:r 
that Houſell; which is hallowed ,to daye, as that which is 
hallowed on Eaſter day. Wherefore 1 beſeech you to kepe 
that holy Bodye of Chriſt with\more adviſement for {ck 
Men from Sondaye to Sondaye in a verye cleane Boxe : or ar 
the moſt not to keep it aboue a fortnight, and then eate it 
laying other in the place. We have an Example hereof in 
Aoyſes Bookes, as God him ſelf hath commaunded in 1oy/es 
Lawe. How the Prieſtes ſhould ſet oneucry Saturday twelfe 
Loues all newe baked upon the Tabernacle : the whiche 
were called pazes propoſitzonis : and thofe ſhould ſtand there 
on Gods Tabernacle, till the next Saturday, and then 'did 
the Prieſtes themſelues eate them, and ſet other in the place: 
-Some Prieſtes will not eate the Houſfell, which they do hal- 
jow. - But we wil now declare unto you how the Boke 
fpeaketh by them. Presbyter miſſam celebrans, & non an- 
aens ſumere Sacrificium, accuſante conſcientia ſua, Anathema +. 
| | The 
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The Prieſte that doth ſaye Maſſe and dare not eate the 


Houſell, hys Conſcience accuſyng hym, is accurſed. It is - 


| lefſe daunger to receyue the Houſell, then to hallowe it. He 
that doth twyſe hallowe one Hoſt to Houſell, is lyke unto 
thoſe Hcretickes, who do chriſten twyſe one Childe. Chriſt 
him ſelfe bleſſed Houſell before his Suffring : he blefled the 
Bread and brake thus ſpeaking to his Apoſtles : *Eate'this 
Bread, it is my Body. And agayne he bleſſed one Chalice 
with Wyne, and thus alſo ſpeaketh unto them : Drink ye all 
of this, it is myne 'owne Bloud of the newe Teſtament, 
which is ſhed for many in forgiuenes of Sinnes. ' The Lord 
which hallowed Houſell before his ſuffring, and ſayeth, that 
the Bread was his own Body, and that the Wyne was truly 
his Bloud, he halloweth dayly by the handes of the Prieſt 
Bread to his Body , and Wyne to his Bloud in ghoſtly : 
Myſtery, as we read in Bookes. And yet that lively Bread 
is not bodely ſo notwithſtanding : not the ſelf ſame Body 
that Chriſt ſuffered in. Nor that hoſy Wyne is the Sanjours 
Bloud which was fhed for us in bodely thing : but in ghoſtly 
underſtanding. Both be truly that Bread hys Body, and 
that Wyne alſo hys Bloud, as was the hcauvenly Bread, 
which we call Janna, that fed forty Yeres Gods People. 
And the cleare Water which did then runne from the Stone 
in the Wildernes, was truly his Bloud, as Pas! wrote one 
 ſamme of his Epiſtles : Omnes Patres noſtri eandem eſcam ſpirs- 
tualem manducanerunt, & omnes eunaem potum ſpiritualem bike. 
runt, G'c. All our Fathers ate in the Wildernes the ſame 
ghoſtlye Meate, and dranke the ſame ghoſtlye Drinke. They 
dranke of that ghoſtlye Stone, and that Stone was Chriſt. 
The Apoſtle hath ſaid,as you nowe haue heard, that they all 
did eate the ſame ghoſtly Meate, and they all did drinke the 
ſame ghoſtly Drinke. And he ſayth not bodely but ghoſtly. 
And Chriſt was not yet borne, nor hys Bloud ſhedde, when - 
that the People of 1/raell ate that Meate, and drank of that 
Stone. And the Stone was not bodelye Chriſt though he ſo 
' fayd. It was the ſame Miſtery in the old Law, and they 
did ghoſtlye ſignifie that ghoſtly Houſell of our Savioures 
Body which we conſecrate now.

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This Epiſtle to Walfſtaze Elfricke wrote firſt in the Latyne 
Tounge, as in a ſhorte Latyne Epiſtle ſer before this, 
and one other of his Saxon Epiſtles he confelſeth thus. 41.

Beholde we.haue obeyed the Commaundement of thy Ex- 
cellencie in tranſlating into Englifhe the two Epiſtles which 
we ſent unto thee written in Latyne more then a Yeare 


agoe- Howbeit we keepe not here alwayes the ſame or- - 


det : nor yet tranſlate worde for worde, but ſenſe for 
ſenſe. Now becaule verye fewe therg be that doe under- 
ſtande the old Engliſhe or Saxon ( ſo much is our Speech 
chaunged from the uſe of that time, wherein e£/fricke 
lived) atd for that alſo it may be that ſome will doubt 
how skilfullye, and alſo faythfullye theſe wordes of El. 
fricke be tranſlated from the Saxon Tounge : We have 
thought good to ſet down here laſt of all the very wordes 
alſo of his Latyne Epiſtle, *which is recorded in Bookes 
fayre written of olde in the Cathedrall Churches of Wor.

Sthe Writynges of the Fathers euen of the firſt Age of 
£ XK the Churche bee not thought on all partes ſo pertect, 
that whatſoever thyng hath been of them ſpoken ought to 
be receaued without all exception ( which honour trulye 
themſelues both knewe and alſo have: confeſſed to be onely 
due to the moſt holy and tryed word of God : ) So an this 
Sermon here publiſhed, ſome thynges be ſpoken not conſo- * 
nant to ſounde Dotrine : but rather to ſuch Corruption of 
great Ignorance and Superſtition, as hath taken roote in 
the Church of long time, being overmuch ' cambred with 
| Moncke- 
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onckery. As where it ſpeaketh of the Maſle to be profita- 
ble to the quick and dead : of the mixture of Water with - 
Wyne : and wheras here is alſo made reporte of ii vayne 
Miracles, which notwithſtanding ſeem to have been infarced, 
for that they ſtand in their place unaptly, and without pur- 
poſe, and the matter without them, both before and after, 
doth hange in it ſelfe together moſt orderly : . with ſome 0- 
ther ſuſpitious wordes ſounding to Superſtition. But all theſe 
thinges that be thus of ſome reprehenſion 'be as it were but 
by the way touched the full and whole diſcourſe of all the 
former part of the Sermon, and almoſt of the.whole Sermon 
is about the underſtanding of the Sacramental - Bread and 
Wine howe it is the Bodye and Bloude of Chriſt our Savi- 
our, by which is reueled and made knowen, what hath been 
the common taught Doctrine of\the Church of England on 
this behalfe many hundreth Yeares agoe, contrarye unto the 
-unaduiſed writyng of ſome nowe a dayes. Nowe that thys 
foreſayd Saxon Homely, with the other Teſtimonies before 
alleadged, doe fullye agree to the olde auncient Bookes 
( whereof ſome be written in the olde Saxon, and ſome in the 
Lattyne) from whence they are taken': theſe here under 
written upon-diligent peruſing, and comparing the ſame,have 
found by conference, that they are truelye put forth in Print 
without any adVing, or withdrawing any thing for the more 
faithful reporting of the ſame, and therefore, for the better 
Credite hereof, have ſubſcribed their names.

Y Hers ir isno new thyng to teache the People of God the Lordes Prayer, and the 
'L Articles of their Beliefe in the Engliſhe Tounge, whereby they mought the better 
ſerue their Gcd, and ho!de faſte rheir Profeſſion of Chriſtianitie : may avell be proued 
by many godly Decrees of Byſhops, and Lawes'of Kinges made from tyme to tyme in 
the Reigne of che Saxons, before the Conqueſt, In a Councell holden by Cuthbert Arch- 
biſhop of Canterburye, in the Yeare of our Lorde 5 47. and in the 33d Yeare of #thel- 
balde King of Mercia ( who was preſent at this ſame Councell with his Princes and 
Dukes) it was decreed, ut pſi Presbyteri Dominicam OCrationem & Simbolum Anglice diſcant 
& doceant : Thar the Prieſtes doe hoth learn them ſelues and alſo reach to others the 
Lordes Prayer and the Creede in Engliſhe. In olde Cannon Dookes of Churches, and 
in the Epiſtles of Zlfriche we read it thus injoyngd- to Prieſtes : The Prieſt ſhall ay 
unto rhe People on Sondayes, and Holydayes rhe ſenſe of rhe Goſpell in Engliſhe :* 
and fo alſo touching the Lordes Prayer and the Creede, fo oft as-he may, to Mens 
Contririon, that-they may know their Beliefe, and keepe ſure their Chriſtianitie. 
Knut a King of England worthie of Memorie, amongeſt many other good Lawes he 
made in the time of his Princcly Government hath alſo rhis Law. We admoniſh dili- 
gently all Chriſtian Men, chat they do alwayes loue God with aninwarde Harte, and be 
diligently obedient to diuine Teachers, and do ſubrillye ſearch Gods Learning and - 
Lawes often and dayly to the profite of them ſelues. And we warne that all Chriſtian 
Men do learne ro know at the leaſt wyſe the right belicfe, and aright ro underſtand 
and learne'the Pater Noſter, and the Creede. For that with the one euery Chriſtian 


' Man ſhall pray,anto God, and with the orher ſhewe forth fight belief, Thus it is re- 


ſerued' in Memorie, and put in writing, as touching the diligent care that che former 
Ape of the Church of God had to haue the People of God well inſtrufted in that 
Prayer, whereof Chriſt him ſelf is the Author, and in the Articles of their beliefe. 
Which Prayer of the Lord, and Creede with the tenn lawhke wordes, that God himi- 
felf raught Moyſes, and wrote with his finger in two Tables of Scone on 'the Mount 


Sinai for a!l Nens Chaſtifement, as well for that olde People that was in rymes paſte, as 


alſo for us that be nowe, be here ſet out,as th.y are yer ſcene in old Bookes of the Saxon 
Tonge.
